TROOPS ARE: HURRIED 
TO STOP THE RIOTING 


Intense Excitement Prevails as the 
Strikers Declare That the Offi- 
cers Were Not Justified in 
Shooting—Some of the 
Strikers are Dying.

Perth Amboy, N. J., November 25.— 
Following a pitched battle between 700 
strikers and twelve deputy’ sheriffs to- 
day at the faotory of the National Fire 
Froofing Company, at Keasgey, near 
here, in which six of the strikers were 
shot down, Governor J. Franklin Fort 
dispatched four companies of the state 
national guard at Trenton to the scene 
and tonight the Streets are patrolled by 
250 soldiers. Ail s saloons have been 
closed. . 

A feeling of intense. excitement pre- 
vails, as the strikers qeclare the deputy 
sheriffs were not justified jn firing upon 
them. Two of the wounded men are 
dying here and the four other wounded 
men are painfully hurt. The citizens 
fear for the morrow, when the strikers 
threaten to repew the attack on the 
plant of the’National Fire Proofing 
Company. 

Rioting for Two Days. 

For two days there has been rioting 
at Keasbey and a number of manufac- 
turing’ towns along the Raritan river. 
Two weeks ago the men employed by 
the Raritan River Clay Company went 
on strike for higher wages. They 
marched to the plant of the Herth Am- 
boy Fire Brick Company and induced 
the men.there to go out. Then each 
succeeding day the strikers constant- 
ly 
other towns to induce employees to 
leaveetheir work. The strfkers, nearly 
all of whom are foreigners, say — thes 
they were given to. understand: before 
the election that if Taft were elected 
their pay would be restored to $1.50 a 
day. It.now is $1.35. The officials of 
the factories deny such @ promise was 
made.

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British Steamer Sardinia Burns 
Of Island of Malta 


SAFETY ONLY IN THE SEA 


As Flames Advanced, Many of the 
Passengers Leaped Overboard. 
Nearly All of the Vic- 
tims Were Arab 
Pilgrims, 


Valetta, Isfand of Malta, November 
25.—A’ terrible disaster, in which more 
than a hundred persons lost their lives, 
oceurred at the entrance to this port 
this mornings The British steamer Sar- 


dinia, of the Ellerman line, hailing from 


Liverpool and bound for Alexandria, 
with a crew of forty-four Engbhishmen, 
eleven first and six second cabin Eng- 
lish passengers, and nearly two hun- 


dred Arab pilgrims aboard, caught fire, J 


and, within a few minutes, was a roar- 
ing furnace, the flames bursting up- 
ward to a height of two hundred feet 
from frequent explosions in the hold. 

So rapidly did the fire spread that the 
frantic efforts of the crew to operate 
the fire apparatus proved useless, for it 
seemed fhut a moment before the upper 
work and masts crashed down upon the 
deck, while the ship's oats were 
crushed by the falling debris or set fire 
and quickly burned. 

Safety Only in Sea.. 


®Gafety lay only in the sea, for no one 
could save himself except by jumping 
overboard and taking chances of being 
Assistance was hurried to 
the burning vessel from all the warships 
in the harbor and from the shore, but 
the work of rescue was greatly intpeded 
by the strong tide that was running. 
Even the naval launches were unable to 
go alongside. Aimong the Arabs there 
was a panic that could not be con- 
trolled. Many of them were too fright- 
ened “to jump, and they were burned to 
death. Others, casting themselves into 
the waves, were drowned. 

The crew behaved with admirable 
courage, serving out life preservers to 
the last, and working the pumps. When 
the pumps became useless, ‘ Captain 
Charles Littler, commander of the Sar- 
dimia, took the helm and directed his 
Ship towards the shore, so long as it 
could be navigated: He-perished at his 
post. First Officer Frank Watson, all 
three engineers, Seagraves, Hislop and 
Neill, eighteen of the ship's company 
and two first-class passengers, one of 
them a boy named Grant, are missing. 
Fifty or more bodies have been recov- 
ered, and seventy persons wera rescued. 
It is impossible at present to gay just 
how many were drowned or burned to 
death, but the number will doubtless 
far exceed a hundred. 


Vessel a Total Loss. 
The vesse] drifted around three times, 


fand finally was beached broadside on 


the rocks at the mouth of the harbor. 
She ig still burning, and will be a total 
loss. 

The British vice admiral, Sir Asheton 
Curzon-Howe, and Admiral iFisher di- 
rected the rescuing boats, which did 
gallant work fn saving those who were 
yet alive and bringing the bodies of thé 
dead ashore. Captain Littler’s body, 
which was terribly mytflated. was land- 
ed this afternoon, -Tke other bodies 
were also mutilated and burned. Fifty- 
Six of the injured are being caréd for 
in the hospitals. One of the rescued 
passengers gave a graphic account of 
the disaster. 

“The Sardinia,” he said, “left Valetta 
at 9:45 this morning. We were just 
outside the harbor and the crew were 
Securing the anchor when the cry of 
‘fire’ was heard. MPlwmes could be seen 
issuing from a ventilator on the port 
side. A hose was promptly brought up 
and a stream poured down the venti- 
lator, but this did no good. In less 
than ten minutes flames were stream- 
ing out of the other ventilators. The 
whole vessel amidships was wrapped in 
flames. The Arab passengers were told 
to leave the hstch, to’ which they clung 
desperately, but they refused to move. 
All who remained forward perished, 
except sume of those Who leaped into 
the water. P

The race was run under sapphire skies 
and in the warmth of a summer sun 
which made overcoats uncomfortabDite. 
The day grew brilliant and clear after 
a morning of heaviest, wettiest fogs 
that ever held the city in its blanket 
embrace, and which continued to dam- 
pen the ardor of the crowd until within 
half an hour of the start of the race 
at tl o'clock. 


Crowd Numbered Thousands, 


A crowd of many thousands filted 
the grand stands atthe finish line, and 
other thousands lined the rectanguiar 
cecurse on all four of its regular sides. 
But the crowd remained at a respect- 
fu. distance, for 600 militiamen, under 
martial law, were thrown about the 
racing circuit, and they kept the path- 
way of the cars absolutely free from 
trespass until the race was officially de- 
clared to be an at end. 

While there were many minor mis- 
haps to the cars, the only serious wreck 
ceme at the very close of the day’s 
racing. Baster, driving Buick No. !4, 
tad been in trouble early in the race, 
and was driving along pell-nmrell on Nis 
fourteenth lap when he lost the road 
and went crashing into a ditch.

Baby Races Appear. 


The tiny racers, some of them ap- 
pearing little larger than baby car- 
riages, began to make their appearance 
on the fog-bound course soon after 8 
o'clock. They clustered about the gup- 
ply pits in front of the old grandstand 
and puffed and throbbed as engines and 
throttles were tested. In each car sat 
a driver and mechanician, the latter 
with hands on pumps to crowd gaso- 
line and lubricating oils into the high 
explosive cylinders. Some of the driv- 
ers took fast spins up and down the 
stretch, but the danger of collision was 
reat, and the chauffeurs were caution- 
ed to exercise extreme care. 

The sun, which had hung like a dim 
disc overhead during the early hours, 
began to force its way through the 
fog bank shortly after !0 o'clock, and 
half an hour later the mist had dis- 
appedred as if by magic. Preparations 
for the start were rushed. 

Cars Nos. ! and 2 were lined up to- 
gether at the start at 10:45 a. m. The 
other cars were ranged in regular in- 
tervals on either side of the course, 
prepared to go to the starting line in 
pairs. The crowd was rapidly assem- 
bling at this time, and the old stand, 
seating nearly 7,000 people, was well. 
filled. All the public and official stands 
were elaborately decorated with flags 
that fluttered in brilliant colors under 
the warm sunshine which succeeded 
the depressing fog. 


Crowd Sets Up Cheer. 


The engines of the two _ first cars 
were started with a rush at !0:57, and 
just three minutes later the little S. 
P. O. went tearing away from the line ; 
to pilot the way around the first turn 
and down the long stretch of white 
bluff road. The crowd jumped to its 
feet and set up a great cheer. 

French car 
had gotten under way. the Italian 
Lancia, No. 2, went fiying after the 
leader.

Line-Up of Baby Racers. 


When the “baby racers’ had al] been 
lined up ready for the start today, their 
little engines, vicious in their love of 
abnormal speed, were snapping and 
snarling in a perfect babel of explosive 
noise. (Drivers and mechaniclans busied 
themselves with the last details of prep- 
arations, and as the thousands gathered 
to witness the sport of the day looked 
upon the frail little machines, appearing 
like toys to those accustomed to thé 
Sight of the huge racing cars ordinarily 
seen upon the road, there were many 
predictions of mishaps and trouble be- 
fore the last of the 196 miles had been 
put behind the hooded chauffeurs and 
their faithful attendants.

Counsel for the defense objected to 
their clients being brought in person 
into court and asked ‘to be allowed to 
waive formal arraignment, urging the 
past custom which has prevailed in this 
court in this respect, but the attorney 
general insisted. on following the law 
to the minutest detail, and tne court 
sustained him. 

Colonel Cooper listened during the 
reading of the indictment, and at ite 
close Judge Hart asked, ‘‘Are you gullty 
or not guilty?’ 

“Not guilty,"’ was the answer in a clear 
voice. 

Robin Cooper was next called, and the 
indictment against him read in the m&n- 
ner of the preceding one. His angwer to 
the usual question was in a low voice. 
scarcely heard beyond those immediately 
about him. 

Mr. Sharp was qalied, and the indict- 
ment charging him witn murder of Sen- 
ator Carmack was first read and the 
usual question asked him. Hig reply, 
given in a loud voice, which could be 
heard all over the room, was, “Not guil- 
ty, sir.”’ 

The ipdictment charging him with be- 
ing an accessory before the fact was 
next read, and in the same manner and 
words he entered hie plea of not guilty. 

The prisoners were not allowed bail. 

No request for admission to bail was 
made. Counsel for the defense at- 
tempted .to have the cage set for the 
January term of court, but Judge Hart 
allowed the state's request fer Decem- 
ber 8. Continuing, Judge Hart said: 

“Mr. Sneriff, you may remand the pris- 
oners to -jail."’ 

They left under charge of the offi- 
cers in the order in which they entered, 
and at once returned to their quarters 
in the county jail.

Port au Prince, Haiti, November 26.— 


The report that General Leconte, the 
Haitien minister of the interior, has 
been killed was confirmed today. 

The circumstances of his death 
briefly as follows: 

Upon arriving at Jeremie at the head 
of a government detachment sent out 

against the revolutionists, he found 
government gunboat Croyant 
ashore. He at once accused the com- 
mander, Captain Ostema, of treason, 
and forthwith had him exeeuted. After 
this act Leconte landed at Jeremie for 
the purpose of recruiting men for this 
fight against the rebels, under General 
Simon, jeader of the movement against 
President Nord Alexis. 

Some of the people of Jeremie pro- 
tested against this course, whereupon 
Leconte selected two of the most prom- 
inent citizens and had them executed. 
These Sutrages wrought the people up 
to a great degree of excitement. They 
armed themselves hastily and advanced 
against Leconte and his.troops. There 
was practically no resistance. Leconte 
was taken prisoner, and tin his turn 
executed by a fusillade upon the same 
wharf where he had caused the killing 
of Ostema and the other two men. 

General Tancrede Auguste has been 
named minister of the interior to suc- 
ceed Leconte. 

The revolution is progressing. Gen- 
eral Pelestin, the minister of *war, has 
sent in a demand for disciplined troops. 
He explains that the new recruits will 
not stand against the fire of the 
enemy.

NO MORE “OPEN BARS”

Chattanooga, Tenn,, November *20.— 
Bditor Constitution: I am a “liquor 
man’ who is engaged now jn the manu- 
facture and sale of whisky in this city, 
and naturally take a particular interest 
in all subjects: pertaining to this line 
of business. For this reason I read a 
recent editorial in your paper with mucy) 
interest—the one taking thé position that 
whatever may be the outcome of the 
question of handling the liquor traffic 
in Georgie. the “open bar’’ would never 
be reestablished. 

I have also read with. interest the 
‘How to Get Rid of Prohibition” arti- 
cles of Dr. John E. White, and while 
his agzuments are—in my estimation— 
largely based on impracticable theories, 
I wish to add my assurance that I have 
the greatest respect for this. scholarly 
gentleman, believing him to be both 
honest and sincere. Presuming this same 
eourtesy will be extended to me by 
Mr. White and his followers, I am g0- 
ing to ask the privilege of being ‘Seard 
on the “whisky question” also. 

For many years I conducted an Open 
par drinking establishment in the state 
of Georgia (a saloon or barroom, if you 
please), owned and operated a licensed 
distilleny, as well as a wholesale liquor | 
business. There is no phase of the busi- 
ness, either commercially or morally, 
with which I am not entirely familiar. 
However, I am not going to theorize 
as to whether whisky does greater narm 
than good. This question is ever open 
to argument, and is settled in the mind 
of everyone only as their individual 
tastes dictate or environments suggest. 
I will confine myself to the practical 
side of the whisky question as it relates 
to the Georgia taxpayers under the pres- 
ent arrangement. 

Be it good, bad or indifferent, spiritu- 
ous liquors are gaing to be demanded 
and obtained by the human family. it 
mas prevailed as a custom since the 
tenth century. Any reasonable or fair- 
minded person can readily appreciate the 
uselessness of bombast, sermons and 
prayers so far as their potency to elimi- 
nate the desire for whisky is concerned. 
It is equally true that all the laws in 
the world cannot stop the traffic in it. 
Vermont nad a prohibition law for fif- 
ty-five years and finally admitted it was 
a failure, and adopted the “local Op- 
tion’ system. Today bots Maine and 
Kansas are notorious failures in the 
same line—yes, and now Georgia is being 
subjected to the derision of the world 
for the same reason. 

Since ample evidence is at nand in 
substantiation of the claim that the 
whisky industry cannot be destroyed, 
why not regulate it? This really Is 
the most important question. Tax the 
business heavily—all it can stand with- 
out wrecking it financially. Thus each 
municipality, county and state will re 
ceive a large, legitimate and often, 
much needed, revenue. Surround it with 
the most. stringent rules of conduct, 
shorten the ours and for failure to 


letter and spirit, forfeit the license of 
ihe owners, which forfeiture shoud 
constitute ineligibility to again engage 
in the same, or similar line of business. 

Now, moat important of ali; and cer-| 
tainly most surprising, coming, as it 
does, from a saloon man, is the doing 
away with the open bar or drinking on 
premises custom. This, beyond doubt, 
is a2 bad—in fact; the worst—feature of 
the wnole whisky business. To it can 
be directly attributed probably over 90 
per cent of drunkenness and all the 
trouble it entails. ‘I have seen, on thou- 
sands of occasions, men step up to a 
bar with the avowed intention-of taking 
a single drink or “toddy,” only to be 
joined by one or more friends and ac- 
quaintances. Naturally an invitation 
to drink is extended by one of the party 
to the others. -When this invitation ig 
accepted, as it invariably is, custom, or 
precedence, demands that the courtesy 
immediately be reciprocated. In this 
way the man who intended to take one 
drink and go his way is induced or 
inveigled into taking several drinks, and 
frequently a sufficient number to. pro- 
duce intoxication, 

Yes, I say it, and from tne bottom of 
my heart I mean exactly what |] sdy, 
“Do away with the open bar.” It's a 
menace to health and morality, as well 
as law and order. In its stead establish 
a “package house,” a place where good, 
pure whisky can be’ secured in sealed 
bottles or jugs, and which cannot be 
opened or drank on the premises. On 
such places put @ heavy tax, say, $2,590 
Or $3,000 per-year, and regulate them 
by law, as I have suggested above. 
Winen this is done I honestly believe 
there will be no occasion for further 
agitation of the whisky industry and 
until this or some similar plan is per- 
fected there is certain to he evasion of 
the law, dissatisfaction and contention— 
in a word, complete chaos. Sincerely 
yours.

PECK TALKS OF ATLANTA 


The Ex-Governor Describes Alleged 
Conditions as a Result of Pro- 


hibition—Amtis Are Ad- 
vised to Use Devi- 
ous Methods. » 


Chicago, November 25.—Alarm at the 
prohibition wave which has swept over 
various sections of the country, and 
plans for combatting it effectively were 
voiced last night by speakers at the 
monthly meeting of the Manufacturers 
and Dealers’ Club. ‘ 

Judge Rufus Potts, of Springfield; ex- 
Governor George W. Peck, of Wiscon- 
sin, and Frederick P. Eslock outlined a 
course they said will beat the attacks 
of anti-saloon forces. They in¢eluded, 
among their recommendations, the fol- 
lowing: 

DRIVE PREACHERS OTT. 

Ministers and church influence must 
be divorced from the prohibition ques- 
tion. Business men having dealings 
with the liquor trade must be made to 
feel, through business relations, the un- 
desirability of helping its opponents. Re- 
tail dealerg should be supervised to see 
that they are of good character. 

“The key to the situation is to drive 
the ministers out of the fight,” declared 
Mr. Eslock. “If the minister preaczes 
prohibition in the pulpit. if women, as 
in Philadelphia, will march tre streets, 
with banners, singing. ‘Onward, Chris- 
tian Soldiers’—and it’s a good march— 
there’s no force that can beat a fight 
like that: The question is not a’ moral 
one, although it nas moral aspects. and 
no Christian minister has the right to 
stand in his pulpit and preach it. 

No Open Fight Advocated. 


“If you are going to bump vour heads 
into prohibition, it is going to win. But 
there always are ways of sidetracking 
public issues. I'd make the legislate 
bills so bad that they would never pass.” 

“The clergy ig unable to distinguish 
between crime and sin,” 
Potts. “You cannot legislate sin out of 
existence. To advocate the idea tarat 
Sin is. controllable by laws is -to advo- 
cate the impossible. 

“At this rate, instead of the ten com- 
mandments, we shall have the revised 
statutes of Jjllinois read from the pulpit 
or a chapter from the criminal code, or 
a section from the report of the law 
and order committee, or a collection for 
the Anti-Saloon League. If the present

‘a”rs had been provided for the visi- 
tors. and after leaving the capitol they 
visited Grank park, spent a half hour in 
the cyclorama and went ,over the battle- 
fieid around Fort Walker. . 

Later they took a trip out Peachtree

Several hundred Atlantans greeted the 
visitors. Among them were officers of 
the regular army Stationed here, mem- 
ers of the Grand Army post, confed- 
erate veterans and city officials.

Carefully Planned, 

The lynching of these negroes was 
planned with deliberation and executed 
with a gruesome coolness that has rare- 
by been witnessed in the work of mobs. 
As a rule, mobs act from the heat of 
passion, aroused by tne crime of the 
victim, but this mob went about its 
work with a cool deliberation unusual 
for its detail of plan, but nevertheless 
effective in its execution. It will be 


remembered that all day yesterday this! 


little city was filled with an excited 
mob, numbering anywhere from 150 to 
500 men. This mob, unlike others, how- 
ever, seemed willing to listen to reason, 
and for some hours it wae thought that 
the leaders had agreed to allow the law 
to take its course, and late in the after- 
noon the mob dispersed and the town 
assumed its usual quietness. 

The negroes were arrested early in the 
morning near Ridgely and taken to 
Tiptonville and committed to jail. No 
sooner had this been accomplished than 
a mob of determined men pegan to gath- 
er and within an hour preparations to 
carry into execution the work of ven- 
geance determined upon were well un- 
der way and the leaders began to gather 
their forces about them to make the as- 
sault on he jail house. 


Appealed to the Mob. 


The crowds, made up of determined 
and angry men, slowly surrounded the 
jail, but soon it was met by one of the 
county's most prominent lawyers, J. T. 
B ett, who made an impassioned ad- 
dress, urging the mob to desist from 
any act of violence and promising to use 
his influence in seeing that the negroes 
got a speedy trial. 

Phis did not appeal to the’ mob and 
finally S. J. Caldwell, another lawyer, 
proposed that if the mob was deter- 
mined to lynch the negroes to at least 
wait until even the semblance of a trial 
could ‘be had, 
Justice Davis be authorfzed to summons 
a jury and let the negroes be duly sen- 
tenced to death and then the mob could 
execute the sentence. 

Agreed to Trial. 


This was agreed to and the mob. ex- 
cept just enough to watch the jail and 
see that Sheriff Haines did not attempt 
to slip the negroes out and carry them 
to a place of safety, left the jail build- 
ing to await the trial, set for 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

In the meantime, after the story of 
the proposed lynching had been sent out 
and thus became known In Nashville, 
Mr. Haines and others received tele- 
grams from Governor Patterson plead- 
ing with them ‘for God's sake to pre- 
vent the proposed lynching, as it would 
be a disgrace to the state.” He also 
agreed to erder a special term of the 
criminal court to try the negroes. 

Sheriff Haines also communieated with 
Attorney General Caldwell at . Union 
City, and he fn turn called up a num- 
ber of men here. including Cheek Rar- 
rus, father of Richard Rarrus, the spe- 
cial deputy killed by the negroes, and 
Mrs, Rarrus. After talking with Gen- 
eral Caldwell he said he was willing 
for the law to take its course. ang he 
advised the leaders of the .mob to £0 
home and let the negroes be tried in

THREE BiG MILLS SOLD. 


Mills Brought $175,400. 


Charlotte. N. C. November 25.—By 
decree of the federal court, the prop-

BOSWELL VS. JOHNSON: 
A MULE-SWAPPING CASE 


Justice of Court of Appeals Disap- 
pointed by Prosaic Details 
of the fuit. 


When the learned judges of the court 
of appeals reached the case of Boswell 
v. Johnson on the docket, they naturally 
expected a literary treat. Instead they 
found that they had een ‘pursuing 
with eagerness the phantoms of hope.’ 

The disappointment of the court is 
told in the decision written by Judge 
Powell in the following paragraph: 

Bays the court, Judge Powell speak- 
ing: 

This ia mot, as the title of the case might 
suggest, an action by Dr. Johnson against 
his friend Boswell, for any failure of the lat- 
ter to include all the sayings and doings, 
witticiems (good, had and indifferent, real] or 
imaginary) and divers eccentricities of the 
former, in the famous biography, nor yet an 
action by the faithful Boswell against the 
learned doctor for services in his behalf, but 
it is @ prosaic affair between Horse-dealer 
Johnson and Mechanic Boswell as to the pur- 
chase of twe mules. 
me, In this transaction Johnson sold Bos- 
well two mules. Johnson was a better 
mule trader, as further developments 
proved. Boswell, in giving his notes in 
payment, sigtiead an agreement to the 
effect that he would be liable for the 
debt even if his judgment of the value 
of the mules proved wrong. 

Later Boswell resisted payment of his 
notes, and Johnson produced the writ- 
ten contract. The court decided against 
Boswell. 

Acting upon the firmly established 
legal—if doubtful moral—axiom, “‘let the 
purchaser beware,” the court of appeals 
held that a man who can read and write 
is bound by a contract which he signs, 
even though oral statements made to 
him are directly contrary to what is 
set down in the written agreement. It 
will not exouse him if he has not read 


the will.

“I am no longer in business and in my 
Century articles,” reads the letter, 
“companion to that of ‘My Experience 
‘with Railway Rates and Rebates,’ I 
have said all that I have to say upon 
the subject. Manufacturers will appeer 
before you from whom you can obtain 
the required details.” 

Still Believes in Protection, 


Mr. Carnegie says that, judging from 
the comments upon his article by va- 
rious distinguished men itn Washing- 
ton, as published in a New York paper. 
he feels that they have not read the 
article itself, but only a few striking 
extracts separated from the context. 

“When you read it,” he continues, 
“you will discover that my faith in pro- 
tection, wherever it lis proved to be 
necessary, is as strong as ever and that 
I continue also to believe that the surest 
way to secure needed protection is [to 
reduce duties from time to fime and 
finally abolish them when no longer 
needed. 

“Pursuing this policy, our party has 
already reduced duty on steel rails from 
$28 to $7 and otber duties in greater 
order Or less degree. Tne Mchinley 
tariff, which made great” reductions, is 
a case in point. It would prove false 
to its history and its pledges if it fail- 
ed now.

Representative Boutelle brought 
out the admission that the prices on 
zinc ore and sheet and pig lead would 
be increased if the duty should be im- 
posed. 

‘Don’t you think that jf the tariff is 
to be lowered to equalize the difference 
in cost of labor that labor should re- 
ceive all tne benefits from the tariff?’

“That’s what I tnought the purpose 
of this inquiry was—to determine wha 
shall pay the tax,’ asserted Mr. Cock- 
ran, “but in view of the sensibility of 
the chairman, | won’t insist on my in- 
quiry being answered.” 

Willis L. King, of Pittsburg, who is 
a member of the committee appointed 
in New York yesterday by-the leading 
pig iron interests, was the first to spear 
on the iron and steel schedule. He 
asked that iron and steel bars be simi 
larly classified and that tne duty o8 
steel bars should be increased one-tenth 
of acent. Mr. King suggested a reduc: 
tion of two-tenths of a cent in the dthy 
on fron bars.

Why He Wants an Increase. 


He was questioned at length by 
Bourke Cochran, of New York, and ad- 
mitted that the American steel indus- 
try competed with England in Canada. 
When Mr. Gockran asked him for his 
reasons for wanting an increase in the 
tariff when his business was in a pros- 
perous condition, Mr. King said: 

“The mills of Germany and Belgium 
are antiquateq and have little capital. 
If this duty is not increased it is my 
belief that these European mills will 
add to their capital, modernize their 
plants and use this country for a steady 
market,’ 

“Then you want an increase in duty 
to*quiet your apprehension and not be- 
cause of any actual difficulties . you 
have experienced?’ said Mr. Cochran. 

“It is generally believeg that Andrew 
Carnegie knows something about the 
steel industry,’ said Mr. Clark. “He 
says that we can, make steel in this 
country at less cost than it is made 
}elsewhere.. Do you agree with him?” 

“Mr. Carnegie has been out of the 
steel business for eight or nine years 
and has no interest in it except for the 
money he draws from bonds.’’ 

Chairman Payne read an extract» from 
Mr. Carnegie's article on the tariff and

“Mr. Carnegie says that the cost of 
making steel in this country is ‘less 
than elsewhere,’’ sald the chairman.

This was 
brought about by the use of imported 
raw materials, rebates were secured 
amounting to $1! to $1.25 a ton and by 
the continua! operation of the mills, as 
was possible by the taking of foreign 
Orders, it was not necessa¥ry to remelt 
the pig iron, thereby saving 80 to 90 
cents a ton. 

Mr. Felton said in reply to questfons 
that he believed Andrew Carnegie, who 
said the steel industry will stand a re- 
duction, had in mind conditions which 
prevailed in the early nineties. 

“I think if he had known the in- 
creased cost he would not have said 
it,’ said Mr. Felton. He explained that 
the most of iron ore necessary to make 
a ton of pig iron cost at his Maryland 
mills in 1898 was $5.75, while in 1907 
it had increased to $11.75. Frerght 
rates and labor also had increased. ’ 

Mr. Felton denied that the United 
States mills are in any combination 
with Muropean mills for controlling 
prices, but said he beHeved that the 
English, French, German and Belgian 
mills had a trade agreement for fixing 
prices. He did not think that the price 
of steel rails was controlled by inter- 
national agreement, although he e-

He had nothing to do with 
it. further than upon one or two occasions, ‘to 
be notified that notes were due at the banx 
and had not been taken up, but which I 
promptly took up, and any statement of his 
that he has had annoyance or trouble or has 
bad to pay this amount, is absolutely false, 
and he knows it. 

I do not consider myself forever bound to 
support for public office a man who at some 
time might have done me a personal favor, 
though under obligations, and with the ut- 
most kindness toward the person so doing the 
favor.

only give approximate figures on the 
total number of voters who can par-

He stated last night that about 1[,200 
voters had registered since the city 
primary on September 24, and that the 
total number would be over 16,000.
